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Landlord ‘strike’ to keep suites vacant 








B.C. landlords will likely hold 
vacant suites off the market, and cut 
down on "non - essential” services in 
rented suites, to protest the govern¬ 
ment’s new 10.6 per cent ceiling on 
rent increases. 

The so - called strike action was 
called Tor Tuesday by the B.C. Rental 
Housing Council, which k&nresents 
1.600 apartment owners whooperate 
100,000 suites throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

Meantime, tenant organizers are 
planning to meet Thursday with the 
NDP caucus in Victoria, and possibly 
the cabinet, to press for a further 
"house - cleaning” of landlord - tenant 
legislation. 

The housing council held an emer¬ 
gency meeting Tuesday and afterwards 


issued a statement expressing "shock 
and anger” at the proposed new 10.6- 
per-cent limit on 1975 rent increases, 
up from the existing eight - per - cent 
\\mi\. 

Directors of the council said a gen¬ 
eral meeting of all landlords would be 
held to organize and ratify strike 
action. 

B.C. Tenants’ Organization presi¬ 
dent 1 Bruce Yorke said tenants could 
"live with” the 10.6 per cent limit, but 
he criticized other aspects of the new 
legislation, especially the provision for 
a five-year exemption from rent con¬ 
trols of all new rental accommodation 
coming on the market for the first 
time on-or after Jan. 1, 1975.

Trustees, teachers

A compromise proposal by 
the B.C. School Trustees Asso¬ 
ciation for regional bargain¬ 
ing of teachers' salaries has 
been rejected hy the B.C.

And both sides remain 
deadlocked after two hours of 
meetings Tuesday njght with 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly. 

Spokesmen for teachers and 
trustees said the meetings did 
not change the situation, and 
Mrs. Dailly s aid only that she 
would make an announcement 
today on the dispute. 

The trustees association, re¬ 
presenting 68 school districts, 
had previously urged pro¬ 
vince-wide negotiations while 
the teachers favor lhe current 
system of local bargaining. 

The compromise proposal 
followed a meeting in ^Rich¬ 
mond Monday of trustees’ ne¬ 
gotiators and 17 government- 
appointed conciliators.

Governor George Wallace of 
Alabama, declared elected 
almost as soon as the polls 
closed, led a parade of Demo¬ 
crats seeking to expand the 
party’s control of state gover¬ 
norships — perhaps to the 
record 39 held by Democrats 
in 1939. 

Reubin Askew was easily 
re-elected governor of Flori¬ 
da and George Busbee, 47- 
vear-old state legislator, be¬ 
came the new governor of 
Georgia. 
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Other incumbent Democrats 
winning senate races included 
Adlai Stevenson in Illinois, 
Birch Bayh in a closely-fought 
Indiana race and Ernest Holl- 
ings in South Carolina. 

A number of popular senate 
Republicans, most of them 
from the moderate-liberal 
wing, survived the Democrat¬ 
ic onslaught. They included 
Sen. Jacob Javits of New 
York, who turned back the 
strongest challenge of his ca¬ 
reer from former attorney- 
general Ramsey Clarke; Sen¬ 
ator Richard Schweiker of 
Pennsylvania who defeated 
Pittsburgh Mayor Peter Fla¬ 
herty and Charles Mathias of 
Maryland who turned back 
Baltimore councilwoman Bar¬ 
bara Mikulski, and Robert 
Packwood of Oregon who beat 
Betty Roberts. 

Other Democrats winning 
re-election were Herman Tal- 
madge of Georgia, Daniel In- 
ouye of Hawaii and Thomas 
Eagleton of Missouri. McGo¬ 
vern’s first running mate in 
1972. 

The heaviest Republican 
losses were in Indiana where 
Republicans lost five house 
seats. New Jersey with four. 
Virginia and New York with 
two, and 11 other states with 
one each. Only two Democrat¬ 
ic incumbents werp ousted, 
one in Florida and one in 
Louisiana.

"It became clear that these 
people need more than just 
another room at another slum 
hotel,” he said.

In the particular instance 
you describe, no, you can't as¬ 
sume that the closed feeling 
will be temporary. It implies 
that something is still wrong.

Father charged 
in cyanide death 


of State Henry Kissinger flew 
to Cairo to see if he could 
repair earlier peace efforts 
damaged by the Arab summit 
decisions in Morocco.

Keynoting the United Na¬ 
tions world food conference 
which had been calle^l at his 
urging, Kissinger told the 
more than 1.000 delegates 
from 100 countries including 
both China and the Soviet 
Union that they must all "act 
together to regain control 
over our shared destiny." 

Countries that are able lo 
do so should build up food 
reserves that other countries 
could draw on in case of 
emergency, Kissinger said. 
Dtstrhntbon-of~the"Stockpiled" 
food should be co-ordinated by 
an international agency, he 
said.

Kurt Waldheim opened Ihe 
10-day conference at the mo- 
dernistic Palace of 
Congresses on the outskirts of 
Rome.

U.S. opens hunger war 
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In need of education 


BARRETT GOVERNMENT has done noth- 
1 ing to dispel its reputation for hasty and ill- 
considered legislation at the opening of this new 
sitting of the assembly, but has only by implication 
accepted it. 

It has brought in a hodge-podge of amend- 
\} ments to the Landlord and Tenant Act which will 
leave a lot of landlords and tenants more confused 
than they have been, and. whichjooks as if it will 
lead to a vastly increasing bureaucrac>TTfymgr to 
control this pari of the province’s life and economy. 
t. it. has also suspended the most important part 

of the assessment legislation passed in the early 
part of this year. The suspension is to be commend¬ 
ed. But the government gives itself excuses that 
will hardly appeal to people of common sense 
which we think most British Columbians are. 

The bill before the assembly delays indefi¬ 
nitely the valuation of all property for taxation 
purposes at 100 per cent of market value, and this 
means that assessments for 1975 will be frozen at 
the 1974 levels. 

In line With the recommendations of a commit¬ 
tee of the legislature, the British Columbia Assess¬ 
ment Authoritv set up under the same spring legis¬ 
lation will not have to try to complete the impossi¬ 
ble job of bringing all assessments up to the full 
market value before the end of the year. Also the 
tax distortions caused by doubling the valuations 
of business property, now assessed at 50 per cent, 
and tripling the valuations of homes, now assessed 
at about 30 or 35 per cent of market worth, will be 
avoided for the coming year. 

It is good news also that according to a state¬ 
ment from Premier Barrett, the government “is 


seriously considering adopting a recommendation 
contained in the recently tabled report of the Select 
Standing Committee on Municipal Affairs and 
Housing that a special commission be appointed to 
conduct an in-depth review of assessments and 
property taxation procedures in British Columbia.” 

To "bring about fairness in local taxation is an 
enormously complicated task, and it is not at all 
surprising that, the committee could not produce 
re comm e ndat ions in this respect in the little time it 
was allowed. 

The premier’s attempts to put a better light, on 
the products of haste, however, will not win him 
friends. He says in his statement that, ‘‘Technically 
speaking, this is not a return to the old system of 
assessing property, but rather a freeze on assess¬ 
ment increases throughout the province. No acts 
are being repealed or restored, and all existing 
property taxation will remain in place.” One could 
hardly have a better example of double-talk. 

And further he says that, “Recognizing that 
rapid implementation of the use of 100 per cent 
assessments could be misconstrued without a 
proper lead-in time for a public education program, 
the government is asking the legislature to adopt 
legislation that will maintain assessments at 1974 
levels.” 

A public education program? 

Perhaps the premier has in mind the kind of 
progififri that seeks'to persuade the people of lower 
Vancouver Island that they are lucky because their 
car insurance rates are not increased, while all 
others’ are lowered. 

It looks more and more as if the public will 
have to educate the New Democrats. 


Token effort 


C ANADA'S MPs are not talking a lot about their 
excellent prospects for more pay — excellent, 
as was pointed out in these columns late last 
month, because the president of the Privy Council, 
Mitchell Sharp, has said he has the matter well in 
hand. What the former external affairs minister 
actually said was “it is my intention to try to per¬ 
suade the government to bring forward some pro¬ 
posals about members’ salaries.” And this can be 
taken to mean that, everything is pretty well cut 
and dried. 

This is probably why a recent polling of the 
members on their feelings towards remuneration 
and more of it wasn’t overly successful. 

After Mr. Sharp made his statement, The Ca¬ 
nadian Press news agency sent questionnaires to 
each of the 264 members of the Commons seeking 
a consensus, and there was only about a 30 per cent 
response — 81 of the 264 to be precise. 

Of those who replied, 65 said they were In 
favor of a pay raise, seven said no, seven others 
had no opinions, or if they did, weren’t about to put 
them in writing, and two suggested alternatives to 
an increase, such as further remission of income 
tax* ■ "—■— -*-—--- 

I 


MPs now receive $18,000 in salary and an ex¬ 
pense allowance of $8,000. No tax is levied against 
the allowance. They have been getting the $26,000 
since 1971 when, in June of that year, it was raised 
from $18,tXX) made up from $12,000 salary and 
$6,000 allowance. 

Some interesting points were raised, with 
those favoring a pay increase pointing, naturally, 
to inflation and the cost of living. The need for 
maintenance of two residences, one in the home 
riding and the other at Ottawa, was argued too, 
along with the one about more money attracting 
the best qualified men and women to seek office. 

Many of the group of “for” are miffed, also, 
over the back financial seat they take to a lot of se¬ 
nior civil servants (7,688 earn between $20,000 and 
$30,000 while 905 earn more). 

It is the few who are speaking, though, with 
the many remaining silent, which is disappointing. 
Even though a pay raise has probably been decided 
upon, more than a token effort should be made to 
explain the position of the people whom the voters 
send to Ottawa. But the majority apparently don’t 
care what the public thinks or they are too embar¬ 
rassed to speak up because the need isn’t really 
that great.

As an introductory episode 
to its interview with the au¬ 
thor of these parliamentary 
reminiscences, the CBC 
staged one of its street- 
comer questionnaire stunts. 

A reporter asked more than 
20 individuals if they knew, 
"what was a backbencher?” 
The reporter received a series 
of extraordinarily varied and 
wildly inaccurate replies. 
Only one person, of all those 
approached, correctly stated 
that, a backbencher was an 
obscure member of Parlia¬ 
ment sitting behind the lead¬ 
ers and not called upon to 
participate in principal de¬ 
bates. Two or three of the 
passers-by came sufficiently 
close to say that the term had 
something to do with politics. 

Now these people, being 
typical Canadians, are dem¬ 
onstrably not unintelligent, 


and the Check-up on hockey 
gave clear demonstration of 
widespread intellectual power 
of a high order among equally 
typical Canadians distributed 
all the way from New¬ 
foundland to the Northwest 
Territories. The comment and 
the questions connected with 
hockey displayed a capacity 
for refined analytical percep¬ 
tiveness not only of the rules, 
but of the plain strategy of 
the game. 

Those who might be de¬ 
scribed as ordinary fans un¬ 
derstood the best ways of or¬ 
ganizing attack and defence, 
of back checking, passing, 
and positioning of players. 
Obviously, these were not 
dull-wfflfof or Indifferent citi¬ 
zens of this country. 

The depressing deduction 
from the contrast of these two 
examples of public reaction to 
situations affecting the gov¬ 
ernment of the country and 
the entertainment of the peo¬ 
ple, is that the national in¬ 
telligence is being directed 
into less fruitful activities 
than those rtequired of a 


successful working democracy. 

People who do not know 
. what a "backbencher” is are 
not likely to have much influ¬ 
ence upon the policies pur- 
sued by the more active, 
aggressive, and vocal oc¬ 
cupants of the front benches 
who exercise control over our 
national affairs. That is not a 
healthy situation.

He 
managed to become even 
more invisible than Prime 
Minister Trudeau who was so 
elusive, such a recluse as to 
exist only a shade this side of 
being little more than a 
rumor. 

Then, after three months in 
political hibernation, and a 
vacuum of national leadership, 
the new 30th majority Parlia¬ 
ment assembled. 

There was no place left for 
concealment, no holiday hide¬ 
away, or international con¬ 
ference in conveniently far¬ 
away places. 

And there was John Turner.

Mr Jones, who is by way of 
being a political pariah here 
and doesn't have to worry 
about such decencies, says 
that Is is difficult, if not im¬ 
possible, to find out exactly 
how much is being spent on 
the two official languages, 
which, in his view, means the 
promotion, of French.

A lot of countries would like 
In have West Germany’s trou¬ 
bles the lowest rate of in¬ 
flation of* any industrialized 
nation and a favorable bal¬ 
ance of payments so high it is 
embariassing. 

Yet, in the midst of pros¬ 
perity, memories rise up to 
haunt thp West Germans at 
home and in dicir dealings 
abroad. 

Abroad it is the occasional 
reminder of the old adversary 
role between Germany and 
her former enemies. At home, 
it is not today’s prosperity, 
but tomorrow’s uncertainty. 

★ A ★ 

When West German Chan¬ 
cellor Helmut Schmidt made 
his first visit as chancellor to 
Moscow at the end of October 
he sought Moscow’s recogni¬ 
tion of Bonn’s right to protect 
the interests of West Berlin. 
He got a blunt refusal. The 
Russians hold that Berlin is a 
separate entity. 

At home, the light money 
policies instituted by Schmidt 
when he was finance minister 
under iormer chancellor Willy 
Brandt have held West Ger¬ 
man inflation to around seven,, 
per cent at a time when other 
industrial nations are ex¬ 


periencing inflation in double 
figures. 

And when other nations are 
experiencing balance of trade 
deficits running into billions 
of dollars, West Germany en¬ 
joyed a substantial trade sur¬ 
plus 1 his year. 

★ -A ★ 

But West Germany is ex¬ 
periencing rising unemploy¬ 
ment which today stands at 
2 . L per cent, scarcely 
• catastrophic when compared 
to other nations. 

It is doubtful if any German 
expects a return of the bad 
old days when galloping infla¬ 
tion, unemployment and so¬ 
cial unrest led to riots and the 
rise of Adolf Hitler. None¬ 
theless, Uie memories are 
there and the German people 
are demanding reassurances. 

These demunds could lead 
to upsetting results for 
Schmidt and the Social Demo¬ 
crats in 1976 general elections 
as already demonstrated in 
some regional elections. 

Salvation of the German 
economy so far has been the 
miraculous strength of its c\- 
l»ort trade. And it also could 
prove the salvation of West 
German-Soviet detente. Eco¬ 
nomically, they need pach 
other.

Canada is studying “the possible purchase of $200 million 
worth of Brazilian-built specialized armored velucles aimed 
chiefly at use ill overseas i>eacekeeping duties. 

Supply and Services Minister Jean-Pierre Goyer says 
Canada has been shopping in Brazil, the United States and 
France for the special cars, but (NDP) MP Jean Rodriguez 
says he has learned Canada was mainly interested in the 
Brazilian model. 

Goyer says he did not expect any contracts to be signed 
before December. The purchases were exacted to range be¬ 
tween $150-200 million, but still hinge on any cutbacks that 
may be made in the forthcoming defence department budget. 

Rodriguez raised the matter in the House of Commons 
recently and Defence Minister James Richardson said then. 
"We are not in any nuch negotiations that would be nearing a 
purchase." 

NDP MP Andrew Brewin expressed concern over the pos 
sible deal. He asked Richardson if he was "aware that Brazil 
is governed by a military dictatorship and that many other 
countries in South America would view such purchases with 
^yery grave apprehension?" 

He asked Richardson whether he ,had consulted with Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister Allan MacEachen about the impact of 
such a purchase and whether this meant Canada would be 
providing Brazil with military supplies. "The negotiations in 
this respect are not at a stage where it would be necessary 
for me to consult with the secretary of state for external af¬ 
fairs," Richardson replied. 


A British publication. I^atin America, reported two weeks 
ago Canada had sem a delegation to Brazil in July to look at 
the hardware. It said thp Canadians were particularly inter¬ 
est in two vehicles, a wheeled reconnaissance vehicle which 
has each wheel operating independently, and another which 
could serve as an amphibious carrier for 14 men or an ar¬ 
moured car with a 90 millimetre cannon or a 7.2 millimetre 
machine gun. 

Defence department officials said such vehicles would he 
used for overseas Canadian peacekeeping operations. 

The issue has aroused concern in some quarters that such 
a purchase would amount to Canada's helping Brazil 
strengthen its military industrial complex. Rodriguez said 
Brazil’s military strength was growing and he noted the 
country's buildup of new paved highways to frontier areas, 
"ostensibly to bring people into the interior, closer to farm¬ 
land. but in .fact-to strengthen its military forces along the 
border.” 

Rodriguez also questioned the allocation of $200 million to 
a military acquisition that apparently would not have any 
primary use domestically. He favored increased trade with 
South America but added, "I don’t see the priority of the gov¬ 
ernment spending $200 million on something that produces 
nothing. The government could be using this money to build 
more houses." 

Meanwhile. Canada is actively pursuing expansion of 
h ade with Brazil and Trade Minister Alastair Gillespie only 
recently returned from leading a trade mission to thr 
country. Gillespie said he was aware of Canada’s military in¬ 
terest in the armored vehicles, but said his discussion? with 
Brazilian officials did not deal with the matter.

U.S. grows Jialf its own supply 


Why we pay more for sugar 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
spokesman for the British 
Columbia Sugar Refining Co. 
Ltd. said Tuesday Canadians 
pay more for sugar than 
Americans because the two 
countries obtain their supplies 
differently. 

General sales manager Bill 
Davies said Canada gets it 
sugar on the world market, 
while the United States grows 
half its yearly supply, obtain¬ 
ing the rest from other coun¬ 
tries at premium prices on 
long-term contracts. 

In Vancouver, after an in¬ 
crease Monday, ‘ the second 
price increase since Oct. 31, a 
two-pound bag of sugar is 
selling for $1.29. 

In New York, two i>ounds 
sells for an average of $1.18. 

While there was a surplus 
of sugar in the world the price 
of sugar In Canada was con¬ 
siderably less than the price 
in the U.S.,” Davies said. “ 

“But the situation lias 
changed In the past few 
years. And when a shortage 


occurs, the world market is 
the first market to be affected 
and prices increase so that 
now the Canadian price is 
higher thun the American." 

He said this is expected to 
change when the U.S. Sugar 
Act expires on Dec. 31 and the 


country must join the world 
market. 

Davies said the announce¬ 
ment Monday that Russia had 
ordered up to 500,000 tons of 
.sugar probably means a 
Shortage in the Russian sugar 
beet crop. 


The Cuban crop, which 
usually supplies Russia’s ad¬ 
ditional needs, had also been 
reported as short. 

Davies said the higher 
prices will be applied to in¬ 
ventories of sugar bought at 
lower prices.

Lawson, president of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ As¬ 
sociation (CMA). said in a 
s|>eech to the CMA branch 
hero that he does not accept 
the national unemployment 
statistics. 

"We are as close as can be 
to a state of full employment 
in Canada generally and in 
the West particularly.” 

He said unemployment sta¬ 
tistics "are not credible and 
should be restructured and re¬ 
fined to give a truer actual 
picture of the various classes 
ol job seekers in Canada." 


Latest federal statistics set 
the unemployment rate at 5.4 
per ceqt. Unemployment in¬ 
surance payments have risen 
to about J2.3 billion this year 
compared with 5600 million in 
1970. 

L-awson called it a crippling 
paradox with labor shortages 
on one hand and inflated un¬ 
employment benefits on the 
other while employers search 
for workers to man their 
plants. 

He called for a national con¬ 
ference to discuss the whole 
area of income distribution, 
bringing together govern¬ 
ments, organized labor, farm¬ 
ers, consumers and business¬ 
men. 

The conference also would 
discuss the "broad problem of 
rewards for labor and returns 
on investments."

Phillips had refused to

ICBC often runs “iffy pro¬ 
jections” through its com¬ 
puters, Strachan said, and 
these are sometimes leaked to 
the opposition. 

All information on ICBC 
will be available in its next 
annual report, Strachan said. 

In the house, answering 
Phillip’s question based on 
figures in the leaked report, 
Strachan said that when the 
annual report is released: 
“You’ll get the* information. 
You may not like it, but you’ll 
get it.” 

Strachan also said, in reply 
to a question from Newell 
Morrison (SC-Victoria), that 
hotel brochures will no longer 
be t arried on B.C. Ferries. 

Until recently, he said, hotel 
brochures were the only com¬ 
mercial advertising allowed 
on ferries, but pressure from 
other companies for promo¬ 
tion rights required that all 
advertising be cancelled. 

Strachan also said that Ca¬ 
nadian and B.C. publications 
are promoted on the ferries 
more than other publications, 
but Robert McLelland (SC— 
Langley) complained that 
issues of B.C. Horseman mag¬ 
azine are no longer available 
on B.C. ferries. 

The minister said he would 
look into McLelland’s com¬ 
plaint.

Dollar 

sliding 

LONDON (AP) — Fears of 
a deepening U.S. recession 
pushed the U.S. dollar down 
on Europe’s main money 
market Tuesday while the 
gold price rose to a six-month 
high. 

Dealers cited the threat of a 
coal miners’ strike in the 
United States, uncertainty 
over Tuesday’s mid-term 
elections and the possibility of 
lower U.S. interest rates as 
the main factors in the dol¬ 
lar’s decline. 

By contrast, gold, a tradi¬ 
tional standby for speculators 
when currencies weaken, rose 
steadily during the day. 

In London the dollar opened 
at 2.3480 to the pound sterling 
but later improved to 2.3433. 
In Zurich the rate of the dol¬ 
lar declined from 2.8355 Swiss 
francs Monday to 2.8195 
francs, the lowest rate since 
May It. At one point Tuesday 
the dollar was worth 2.8120 
francs. The dollar dipped to 
2.3528 West German marks in 
Frankfurt from 2.5585 marks 
Monday. 

Gold rose to $174.25 an 
ounce at the close of dealings 
on London, the highest level 
since April 23 and a rise of $4 
an ounce on Monday’s close. 

Dealers said another cause 
of the dollar’s fall was that 
members of the oil-producing 
countries were believed to be 
bttymg Swiss -francs following 
Switzerland’s resumption of 
paying * interest on non¬ 
resident bank deposits from 
Oct. 21.

“Hatchery fish mean tjuan-t 
tity,” explains George Reid, 
Vancouver Island regional 
fish biologist. Already plans 
are under way for introduc¬ 
tion of steelhead smolts to 
Nanaimo’s Millstone River. 

Reid explained purpose of 
the questionnaire was to help 
his branch plan a manage¬ 
ment program for five years 
ahead. 

“We are moving into the 
management of species. We 
want a feeling of what the 
fishermen want,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Thirty-five per cent of Van¬ 
couver Island steelheaders 
placed unspoiled environment 
as the most important factor 
influencing quality of steel* 
head fishing. 

Anglbrs were even in their 
thinking on questions about 
their preference for solitude 
the absence of other fisher¬ 
men and on the good chance 
of catching a number of steel- 

per cent favored each ques¬ 
tion. 

Eleven per cent sought a 
good ehance of catching a 
very large steelhead and only 
in per cent were greatly con¬

The average catch per Van¬ 
couver Island steelheader in » 
season is four fish, and two of 
these are released. Average 
catch per successful angler is 
eight, or which three are re¬ 
leased. 

Although generally Van- 
- corn er Island stcelheaders 
don’t have to travel far to find 
their fishing they are pre¬ 
pared* to travel considerable 
distance for quality fishing- 
Forty-seven per cent would br 
willing to go 51 to 100 miles 
and'only 23 per cent less than 

would go 101 to 200 miles, four 
per cent 201 to 300 miles, and 
only two per cent would be 
prepared to travel more than 
300 miles for trophy fish. 

A steelhead day for a ’ 


successful angler averages 
six hours, lor an unsuccessful 
angler five hours. The 
average number of days 
fished is 10 days. - 

Forty-one per cent of those 
polled said they use lures 25 
to 49 per cent of the time and 
30 per cent said they use bait 
25 to 49 per cent of the time. 
Nine per cent said they used 
fly sometimes, and 16 per 
cent said they had no lure or 
bait preference. 

Fifty-two per cent preferred 
to' fish for winter steelhead 
and 38 per cent had no prefer¬ 
ence. Only eight p er cent pre- 
ferred summer steelhead. 

Stcelheading obviously isn't 
a time for socializing. Fifty- 
eight per cent said they fished 
with a friend and 27 per cent 
said they’ usually fish alone. 


Only one-and-a-half per cent 
fished in a group and 11 Vi per 
cent said it didn’t matter to 
them. 

Steelheaders are die-hards. 
They stay with it. Thirty-four 
per cent of those polled had 
Tished steelhead from tw-o to 
five years, 24 per cent six to 
10 years, 16 per cent 11 to 20 
years and 12 per cent more 
than 20 years. Only 14 per 
cent were new at the game, 
with less than two year's ex¬ 
perience. 

Eighty-six per cent of those 
polled did not belong to an or¬ 
ganized fishing club. 

Sixty-one per cent thought 
steelhead were declining in 
numbers, but 30 per cent said 
they had noticed no particular 
change. Only two per cent 
thought steelhead were on the 
increase. 

Biologists are a little r»er- 
plexed about the answers they 
got to the streams steel- 
"hc a d e rs—would—hke trr see 
stocked with hatchery fish. 
The Cowichan, Sooke. San 
Juan, Englishman. Oyster, 
Nanaimo, Gold, Adam, and 
Pun Hedge were high in pref¬ 
erence. But those are big 


streams where hatchery 
storting wouldn’t be too pro¬ 
ductive. Biologists have been 
thinking in terms of smaller 
streams and the introduction 
of steelhead to new streams. 

Roe, the use or the non-use 
of it, is probably the most, 
controversial issue in steel¬ 
heading today. Sixty-one per 
cent said they find roe 
successful when angling. 
Thirty-eight per cent said 
they didn’t want a roe ban 
and 32 tier cent said they 
would like to see roe (salmon 


or steelhead eggs) banned for 
all angling. Eleven per cent 
wanted it banned in certain 
rivers and another 11 per cent 
at certain time periods. 

Forty-eight per cent would 
continue to fish a river de¬ 
clared for catch and release 
fishing only, but 44 per cent 
said they would go to other 
waters. 

Forty-three per cent fa¬ 
vored a 10 steelhead a season 
limit and only eight per cent 
the existing 40 steelhead a 
season.

Ma rket ing agency fried over scramble 

U.S. eggs 
while ours rotted 


OTTAWA (CP)-New 
Brunswickers were forced to 
eat U.S. eggs this year at a 
time when the Canadian Egg 
Marketing Agency (CEMA) 
was buying domestic eggs as 
surplus and tucking them 
away in inferior storage to 
rot. 

Officials of the New Bruns¬ 
wick natural products control 
board told the special Com¬ 
mons inquiry into egg market¬ 
ing Tuesday that their prov¬ 
ince has had a continuing 
problem getting enough eggs 
to fill demand. 

Bernard Bartlett, secretary 
of the control board, said 
wholesalers ‘‘in one or two In¬ 
stances” were forced to buy 
eggs in New England states 
earlier this year to satisfy the 
New Brunswick market. 

At the same time, CEMA 
was building up a surplus so 
large that 28 million eggs 
would go bad before they 
could be sold. 

The tale of the U.S. imports 
was first to confront the com¬ 
mittee as the egg inquiry 
moved into its second week. 

Clarence Badcock of St. 
John’s, chairman of the New¬ 
foundland farm products mar¬ 
keting board, said consumers 
in his province are paying 95 
cents a dozen for home-grown 
(jrade A large eggs when the 
same eggs are selling for 8 fi 
rents a dozen in nearby Nova 
Scotia. 

Although there was only a 
six-cents-a-dogen charge for 
shipping eggs from Nova Sco¬ 
tia to Newfoundland, few pro¬ 
ducers were taking advantage 
of what appeared to be the 
profitable exercise of selling 
between the two provinces. 

Former consumer affairs 
minister Herb Gray described 
the situation as a ‘‘disturbing 
mystery,” adding that he 
i-ould not understand why 
"soma sharp businessman” In 
Nova Scotia did not try to 
take advantage of the higher- 
priced Newfoundland market 

He referred to recent state¬ 
ments by Reryl Plumtre, 
chairman of the food prices 
review board, in which she 
said she had heard that New¬ 
foundland egg dealers are 
breaking federal law and 
keeping eggs from Nova Sco¬ 
tia.

CEMA allowed farmers In 
that, province to product only 
million dozen eggs a year, 
br^ l.'S per cent of the annual 
national quota of 475 million 
dozen eggs* because that was 
♦he number *of eggs produced 
on average during the last 
fiveyenrs. 

But R. D. Gilbert, chairman 
of the New Brunswick board, 
sard farmers would like to 
produce a ‘‘bigger share of 
the national pie.”

907.500 dozen eRgs from the

‘Don’t wait for world 
to prevent oil spills’ 


OTTAWA (CP) - Growing 
pollution dangers in Canadian 
coastal waters demand tough 
new measures and vastly im¬ 
proved marine traffic control 
systems from the federal gov¬ 
ernment, says oil spill expert 
P. D. McTaggart-Oowan. ex¬ 
ecutive-director of the Science 
Council of Canada. 

McTaggart-Cowan, who 
headed the Arrow oil spill 
cleanup group, told reporters 
Tuesday that as international 
efforts have so far not pro¬ 
duced agreement on control of 


territorial waters, Canada 
should act on its own. * 

The government should de¬ 
clare authority over waters 
which can be covered by 
marine surveillance systems 
and insist that foreign ships 
obey Canadian marine pollu¬ 
tion laws, he .said. Vessels 
breaking pollution laws should 
be impounded rather than 
fined. 

McTaggart-Cowan, who 
spoke earlier to a marine pol¬ 
lution confej*ence, also said 
that marine navigational con¬ 
trol systems should be im¬ 


proved so that marine opera¬ 
tions are at least as safe as 
air services. 

Referring to the transport 
department s touted new sys¬ 
tem at Chedabucto Bay in 
Nova Scotia, he said, "I 
wouldn’t put it on a fishing 
boat.” 

McTaggart-Cowan headed 
the federal group cleaning up 
the .oil spill in Chedabucto 
Bay after the tanker Arrow 
foundered. The 54 million 
operation took four months to 
complete.

Such groups have 
previously opposed hunting in 
court actions in far narrower 
areas. Wildlife Preserves, for 
example, was successful in 
.opposing a special deer hunt 
planned for last year in the 
Great Swamp National Wild¬ 
life Refuge in Morris County, 
N.J. 

Although ihe court permit¬ 
ted duck hunting seasons to 
jzo nil 88 scheduled this yra-. 
the suit was seen as a fore¬ 
runner to statewide actions 


opposing open seasons on 
other species of game. 

'Hie Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice. in a draft environmental 
impact statement issued last 
month, proposed a ban on the 
use of lead shot in waterfowl 
hunting because spent lead 
shot, ivhen ingested by ducks 
feeding on the bottoms of 
ponds, can result in lead poi¬ 
soning and significant losses 
of waterfowl including spe¬ 
cie* that are nol subject Jo. 
hunting. 

There are compelling ar¬ 


guments on both sides of this 
question but the service has 
long argued that the use of 
lead shot and the inevitable 
poisoning of some birds 
makes hunters especially vul¬ 
nerable to the challenges of 
anti-hunting organizations. 

In modern guns, steel sh«. 
has been found not lo he 
harmful to barrels but its kill¬ 
ing power is significantly re¬ 
duced at ranges beyond 40 
yards. Duck hunters will have 
to learn not to take long shots.

ATLANTA (AP) — Norm 
Van Brocklin was fired Tues¬ 
day as general manager and 
coach of Atlanta Falcons and 
replaced as coach by Marion 
Campbell, the National Foot¬ 
ball League team’s defensive 
co-ordinator. 

Owner Rankin Smith an¬ 
nounced the move in a brief 
statement. 

Van Brocklin was in the 
midst of one of his most frus¬ 
trating seasons since becom¬ 
ing head coach of the Falcons 
after the third game of the 
1968 season. The team has a 
2-6 record. 

Van Brocklin, a star quar¬ 
terback during his playing 
days with Los Angeles Rams 
and later 'Philadelphia 
Eagles, has been under criti¬ 
cism from local fans and 
news media. Smith also had 
been criticized for failing to 
fire the coach, known as the 
Dutchman. 

The strain began to show on 
Van Brocklin at his routine 
weekly news conference Mon¬ 
day. When a reporter asked 
him if he was still a fighter, 
as he had insisted several 
weeks ago, Van Brocklin chal¬ 
lenged the writer to a fight. 
He extended the invitation to 
about a dozen other writers, 
broadcasters and pho¬ 
tographers in attendance. 

Van Brocklin had a brilliant 
12-year NFL career that 
earned him a berth in pro 
football’s Hall of Fame. He 
led the Rams to titles in 1949, 
1950, 1951 and 1955 and later 
sparked the Eagles to the 
championship in 1960. 

But his career as a coach 
hasn’t been impressive. In 
121.3 campaigns, he has a ca¬ 
reer record of 66-100-7. He 
was the initial coach at Min¬ 
nesota, coaching the Vikings 
from the inception of the fran¬ 
chise in 1961 until 1966. 

He replaced Norb llecker as 
Falcon coach. Van ’Brocklin'* 
over-all record with Atlanta 
was 37-49-3. ^ 

Atlanta hadn’t had a losing 
season under Van Brocklin 
since 1970. The Falcons were 
9-5 last year, narrowly miss¬ 
ing the playoffs, and many 
expected the team to reach 
the playoffs for the first time 
in nine seasons this year. 

Campbell, 45, former Uni¬ 
versity of Georgia lineman, 
joined the Falcon coaching 
staff in 1969. 

Van Brocklin, 48. took oyer 
the Vikings in 1961 and was 
credited with building the 
team that became one of the 
better clubs in the NFL, al¬ 
though he w asn’t around when 
that status was attained. 

He quit at Minnesota alter a 
falling out writh quarterback 
Fran Tarkenton.

It was no confession 
Sam made the catch 


COOPERSTOWN, N . Y . 
(AP) — The. truth has come 
out about one of the most dis¬ 
puted plays in World series 
history. 

Right-fielder Sam Rice of 
Washington Senators did in¬ 
deed catch a line drive by 
Earl Smith of Pittsburgh 
Pirates wliile tumbling into 
the bleacher seats during the 
third game of the Series in 
1925. 

The details of the controver¬ 
sial play were revealed in a 
letter to the Baseball Hall of 
Fame left by Rice to be 
opened after his death. Rice, 


inducted into the Hall of 
Fame in 1963 by the oldtimers 
committee, died Oct. 13 at the 
age of 84. 

The letter said in part: 

"The hall was a line drive 
headed for the bleachers to¬ 
ward right centre ... I turned 
slightly to my right and had 
the hall in view all the way 
. . . about 15 feet frorq bleach¬ 
ers I jumped as high as I 
could and ... the ball hit the 
centre of the pocket in my 
glove I had a death grip on 
it. 

"My feet hit the harrier . . . 
and I toppled over on my 


stomach into first row of 
bleachers ... at no time did I 
lose possession of the ball.” 

It was ruled that Rice had 
caught the ball although there 
was doubt about it. The game, 
played Oct. 10, 1925, was won 
by the Senators 4-3, bul Pitts¬ 
burgh won the series. 4-3. 

Rice wrote the letter July 
26. 1965. 

He was elected to the Hall 
in recognition of his .322 life¬ 
time batting average, includ¬ 
ing 2987 hits, and stolen base 
exploits during his total of 20 
years with the Senators and 
Cleveland Indians.

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Watchers want to avenge dead sandpiper 


A group of Vancouver Is¬ 
land bird-watchers has urged 
federal Wildlife authorities to 
take legal action against 
Toronto’s Royal Ontario Mu¬ 
seum and two employees who 
allegedly shot a protected 
"bird near Jordan River. 

They claim the bird, a 
Raird’s sandpiper, was left to 
die with its head smashed to a 
bloodied pulp, after being shot 
Aug. 31 by two sharpshooters, 
later identified as museum 
employees. 


A s|)okesman for the Island 
birdwatching group. Dr. 
Jeremy Tatum, said the two 
men were spotted while they 
were doing the shooting near 
the mouth of Wreck Creek 
<about Its miles east of Jor¬ 
dan River» by two Alberta 
birdwatchers who were stay¬ 
ing nearby. 

The Alberta watchers. 
Stuart Johnson and his sister 
Margaret, of Cochrane. Alber- 
ia, confronted the sharp- 
shooters after hearing shots 


and seeing a sandpiper fall to 
the ground with “blood-spat¬ 
tered face and lolling ton¬ 
gue.” 

The shooters then produced 
Royal Ontario Museum collec¬ 
tors’ permits complete with a 
list of species they were al¬ 
lowed to collect. 

However, as Johnson was 
quick to point out. a Baird’s 
sandpiper was not on the list 
although several other rare 
birds were,-— 


•Johnson later wrote to 
Tatum giving a detailed ac¬ 
count of the incident. 

Tatum and other Island 
birdwatchers have been deep¬ 
ly concerned for some time 
about the number of rare or 
uncommon birds being killed 
by marksmen employed by 
museums, universities and 
government agencies across 
Canada. 

Tatum told the Colonist 
Tuesday thaUsome fr.QOO birds 


a year are shot under federal 
scientific collecting permits 
alone. 

Now Tatum’s group has 
alerted federal authorities 
mging prosecution of the 
famed Museum ifo d its Iwa 
sharpshooters. 

If the authorities’fail to act 
Tatum says he himself will 
start legal action if at all pos¬ 
sible. 

He believes the two muse- 
u n i bir d- killers were In Tact 


trying to shoot the very rare 
sharp-tailed sandpiper when 
they maimed the Baird’s 
sandpiper instead. 

In a letter to the federal 
wildlife service Oct. 31, 
Tatum wrote: “We should like 
to express our astonishment 
that after repeated repre¬ 
sentation about the shooting 
of rare birds by museum per¬ 
sonnel , a permit should 
have been issued in Ottawa 
lpr the killing of the sharp- 


tailed sandpiper on Van¬ 

couver* Island, and especially 
without consultation with 
♦oral observers. 

“The signatories of our Oc¬ 
tober 1*1 letter have been 

largely responsible for the 
discovery, • documentation, 
photography and publication 
of recent records of the sharp- 

tailed sandpiper on Van¬ 

couver Island and in the Van¬ 


couver area. 


“This incident raises ques¬ 
tions as to whether it is de¬ 
sirable for us to continue to 
IMibfish ornithological obser¬ 
vations of rare birds lest per¬ 
mits be issued in Ottawa to 
museums to shoot birds we 
have discovered on the British 
Columbia coast.” 

Tatum said Tuesday per¬ 
mits for killing rare birds 
should only be issued to indi¬ 
viduals working on a specific 


scientific research" project.

Fisherman plucked from raft 


A fisherman from the Lower Mainland 
community of I^adner was rescued from his 
raft Tuesday afternoon off the west coast of 
Vancouver Island as his 31-foot gillnetter 
burned and sank in the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca.

The Sea Pack sped to the spot, about 
15 miles southeast of Port Renfrew and seven 
miles off Sombrio Point. 

Its crew found Kirkland in a rubber raft 
and his gillnetter Ocean Space on fire. The 
gillnetter sank soon after. 

The rescue officials did not know the 
cause of the Ocean Space’s fire and were un¬ 
able to say how* much cargo had been lost.

No one really thought it 
would be possible, least of all 
experts on vineyards, grapes 
and wine 

But it is possible that, quote 
soon, Vancouver Island may 
he able to grow grapes that 
will produce a 'delicious me¬ 
dium-dry wine, superior to 
others grown in B.C. 

For. I hr post- six years, 

1 tarry Andison, research set*-; 
entisl and director or the Sid¬ 
ney Research Station, has 
beer, experimenting with 300 


varieties of grapes, trying to 
find the one best adapted to 
the soil and climate of Saan¬ 
ich peninsula . . . and the one 
which would produce a superi¬ 
or B.C. white wine. 

And now he thinks he has 
found the strain. 

It’s called Seyval. and was 
first grown in France. 

Alnjost the color of lime-ice 
and somewhat tart, the wine 
has already been tinted by of¬ 
ficials at the research station. 

John Bonnet, manager of 
Ste. Michelle Wines Ltd., pro¬ 


duced some test bottles from 
the grapes and said the result 
is a distinctive wine — “high 
quality and free of inherent 
diseases which plague many 
gragie varieties.” 

Bonnet said the wine, to be 
c alled Seyval Blanc, is prom¬ 
ising from both wine-making 
and commercial growers’ 
[mints of view. 

According to Andison, the 
crape can be grown 'success¬ 
fully on the Island in spHe of 
weather that is wetter than 
the Okanagan and fewer 
hours of sunshine. 


Unlike varieties developed 
for growing in the Okanagan 
Valley, which must be hardy 
enough to withstand freezing 
winters, the*- Seyval vine is 
tender and can be grown in 
the milder coastal climate 

“This means growers here 
would not have to compete 
with Okanagan farmers," 
Bonnet said. 

Andison has tested this par¬ 
ticular variety for the past pix 
years but it will be a few 
more-years before the grape 
will be grown commercially. 


“We have eight promising 
wine varieties growipg at the 
station which would be suit¬ 
able for Island climate,” he 
said, adding that he receives 
phone calls every day from . 
people askipg "hat kind of 
grape vine they should plant 
in their gardens. 

“We have to study the vines 
for a few- more years before 
we ran givr any aaswers and 
have reliable statistics," hp 
said. 

This is because as a vine 
ages it may develop such 


problems as susceptibility to 
certain diseases or a decrease 
in productivity. 

"A grape has to be well 
tested and a sure bet for a 
grower to risk five acres and 
three years before the fjrst 
grape matures,” said the 
director. 

According to Andison, one 
drawback for Island growers 
Is the high cost of land, "An 
*(cre In the Saanich peninsula 
costs about $6,000 and to wife 1 ' 
and plant vines is an addi¬ 
tional $2,500.”

A prominent Roman Catholic 
theologian has rejected pro¬ 
posals that priests should be

- Writing in the official Vati¬ 
can paper L’Osservatore 
Della Domenica, Father Bat¬ 
tista Mondin said many 
priests are leaving the church 
while the number being or¬ 
dained is failing steadily. 

And he said the scarcity of 
priests already has led to the 
reduction in the number of 
parishes and cuts in Sunday 
masses. 

“In a few years many 
parishes will be left without 
priests and many churches 
Will be deserted on Sundays.’’ 

He said many people be¬ 
lieved that insistence of celi¬ 
bacy was the main cause for 
the crisis in the priesthood, 
and they advocated part-time 
priests.

Controversy has boiled over 
the relation of coffee drinking 
and heart disease since the 
publication of a statistical 
study two years ago by a Bos¬ 
ton drug surveillance pro¬ 
gram. 

That % study found a direct 
link between coffee and heart 
problerrfs In a sampling' of 
hospital heart patients. But 
several studies since then 
found no such relationship in 
sampling persons who had no 
heart problems. 

In the new study, deaths as¬ 
sociated with heart disease 
were higher than normal for 
men who were heavy coffee 
drinkers, downing four or 
more cups daily. 

But the researchers noted 
that with these men. there 
was a direct relationship be¬ 
tween the amount of coffee 
consumed and the number of 
cigarettes smoked. 

Non-coffce drinkers smoked 
an average 8.7 cigarettes 
daily, *hole those drinking 
more than seven cups smoked 
21.9 cigarettes a day.

Pregnant students find 
abortions made simple 


STORRS, Conn. (AP) — A 
20 -year-old University of Con¬ 
necticut junior picked up her 
sweater and pocketbook and 
left the hospital clinic to meet 
her boyfriend after her abor¬ 
tion. 

“The whole episode is over 
and done with,” she said. 

‘The moral question didn’t 
bother me. If I didn’t have an 
abortion, I’d have to put the 
baby up for adoption and that 
would have been worse. There 
are too many unwanted chil¬ 
dren in the world now. I was 
almost doing the child a 
favor.’’ 

The woman was one of 200 
University of Connecticut stu¬ 


dents who found themselves 
pregnant and chose abortion 
last year. Twenty-five stu¬ 
dents have undergone abor¬ 
tions so far this year. 

The university’s infirmary 
head, Dr. Julian Kaiser, said: 
“The birth right is left up to 
the women here. It is their 
decision and probably one of 
the hardest they make. The 
doctors, nurses and social 
workers treat the women as 
an individual and try to find 
the best solution for that per¬ 
son whether it is an abortion 
or not, once pregnancy is con¬ 
firmed.” 

When a woman contacts the 
infirmary about a late men¬ 


strual period, she is given a 
gynecological exam. If the 
tests return positive, the 
woman sees a social worker. 
And should the woman decide 
to have an abortion, she is 
referred to one of two nearby 
hospitals. 

Social worker Ann Strutt 
said although she never 
brings up the subject of abor¬ 
tion, most women want one. 

‘T am a pregnancy coun¬ 
sellor, not an abortion coun¬ 
sellor,” she said. “It is very 
important that the woman 
feels as though I am not pass¬ 
ing judgment on her. Besides, 
the women that come to me 
are very upset and concerned.

SARK, Channel Islands 
(AP) — Women's liberation 
has come to this tiny island 
ruled as an English feudal 
fiefdom since 1563. But not all 
the women want it. 

Under the island’s ancient 
code, women were considered 
the chattels, or personal prop¬ 
erty, of their husbands. On 
Friday night the Sark parlia¬ 
ment, or Chief Pleas, began 
to change all that. 

The 40 landowners and peo¬ 
ple’s deputies in the Chief 
Pleas passed three separate 
bills that will allow women to 
open bank accounts, make out 
wills, take out insurance poli¬ 
cies, start a business and 
keep their own wages. 

The feudal code still bans 
divorce for the 572 inhabitants 
of the 314-mile-long island off 
the coast of France in the En¬ 
glish Channel. But it is easily 
obtained on he neighboring 
island of Guernsey. 

For 47 years Sark was ruled 
by a woman Dame Sibyl 
Hathaway, the 21st seigneur 


of the island since Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth I granted the title 411 
years ago to Helier de Car¬ 
teret, the first seigneur, and 
instructed him to populate it. 

Before she died July 14, 
Dame Sibyl expressed inter¬ 
est in emancipating Sark’s 
women. Her grandson and 
successor, aeronautical engi¬ 
neer Michael Beaumont. 47, 
cast his vote for the bilLs in 
the Chief Pleas. He plans to 
move permanently to Sark 
from England in April. 

Before taking force, the 
laws still have to go before 
Queen Elizabeth II and then 
be registered as laws in the 
Guernsey royal court, a 
process expected to take until 
spring. 

Sark-born Lillian Banker, 
who campainged against 
changes in the feudal code, 
said: 

“We have lived very hap¬ 
pily under these* laws like our 
ancestors before us and now 
they are going to be changed 
just to please a few English 


people. Many Sarkese feel bit¬ 
ter about it and I am afraid 
there may be friction.’’ 

And the seigneur’s wife, 38 
year-old Diana Beaumont, 
didn’t seem to think the laws 
would change much anyway. 

“I am sure women on the 
island have a big say behind 
the scenes,” she said. 


Some women, about 20 to 30 
during the 1973-1974 academic 
year, chose to keep the 
child.” 

“Most women here never 
tell their parents about an 
abortion. She and the boy¬ 
friend usually handle it them¬ 
selves. But they usually feel 
quite relieved when it is 
over,” Mrs. Strutt said. 

The operation costs $150 and 
takes about 20 minutes. 

Marian Katz, head nurse at 
nearby Mount Sinai hospital’s 
pre-term clinic, said a patient 
can be in and out of the hospi¬ 
tal in three to four hours. 

She said the hospital han¬ 
dles about 10 to 12 abortions a 
day, not all from the universi¬ 
ty. 

After an abortion at Mount 
Sinai, the patient is urged to 
use better contraceptive 
methods and asked to have a 
me d ic al check-up after three 
weeks. 

For the university students, 
checkups can take place at 
the infirmary where, in addi¬ 
tion to a physician, a social 
worker again meets with the 
woman. 

“We want to get the patient 
in touch with her feelings,” 
Mrs. Strutt said. “We don’t 
know how she will feel a year 
from now, or when they are 
married and want children. 
Occasionally there are mixed 
feelings, but usually the pa¬ 
tient feels relieved over it.”

Atkins Museum of Fine Art 
from April 20 to June 6. 

An estimated 400,000 people 
will have seen the exhibition 
in Toronto by the lime it 
closes Nov. 16. 

"It has been a magnificent 
response," museum program 
secretary Helen Downie said 
Tuesday. "In the final weeks, 
attendance has been higher 
than ever with long lineups to 
gpl in, especially on week¬ 
ends.” 

The heavily-guarded exhibi¬ 
tion, accompanied by two cul¬ 
tural offic ia l s from Peking 
and a translator, toured 
Paris. Inndon, Vienna and 
Stockholm before opening in 
Toronto on Aug. 8.

Garden notes 




Yesterday we were discuss¬ 
ing the potting up of hyacinth 
bulbs to bring a touch of 
spring into the home through 
the darkest days of winter. 

As far as I can find out, the 
first man to attempt the in¬ 
door culture of this Turkish 
bulb was Martin Triewald, 
“Director of Mechanicks to 
the King of Sweden.” 

Triewald didn’t have too 
much luck at first, but by 
trial and error he got the 
hang of it and was able to 
“supply the curious Ladies 
with Nosegays to adorn their 
Bosom at Christmas.” 

★ ★ ★ 

One question that always 
crops up around the time 
when potted hyacinths come 
into bloom is whether the 
bulbs can be saved and grown 
indoors again the following 
year. Well, it HAS been donp, 
but 1 doubt very much 
whether the effort is worth¬ 
while. 

You see, the bulbs have to 
get themselves plumped up 
again after flowering, and this 
means nursing the plants 
long for several months until 
the foliage dies down natural¬ 
ly. 


In all this time, the pots are 
occupying precious sunny 
windowsilf space, and with 
nothing to look at hut plain 
green leaves. 

★ ★ ★ 

Before you go shopping for 
hyacinth bulbs, It would be 
wise to check up on what con¬ 
tainers you have available for 
potting them, and plan your 
purchases accordingly. 

The common 3 Vi to 4 Vi clay 
or plastic pot won't take more 
than one bulb, making a 
rather meagre display, but 
the shorter, wider “squatty” 
flower pots known as bulb 
pans will hold from three to 
five bulbs, depending on size. 

Hyacinths may be grown In 
ornamental china bowls, too, 
but I think I’ll leave that sub¬ 
ject for another day. 

It is very Imortant, when 
potting hyacinths, not to mix 
your varieties in any one con¬ 
tainer. 

If you were to planl, say, a 
blur, a white and a pink hya¬ 
cinth all in one pot. they 
would come into bloom at dif¬ 
ferent times. 

The white flower would 
probably he just about 


finished and starting to turn 
brown before the blue one 
opened its florets, and at no 
time would you have a really 
eye-catching display. 

On the other hand, a con¬ 
tainer planted up with three 
Pink Pearl hulbs or three 
L’lnnocence whites would *11 
commence blooming at about 
the same time, making a 
much more satisfying effect. 

Hyacinths are not the only 
bulbs which can be potted up 
for indoor bloom; of course, 
and I don’t think the winter 
scene can be considered com¬ 
plete without a least a few 
pots of tulips- 

Here again, some kinds are 
much better suited for indoor 
culture than others. 

Long-stemmed tulips are 
grand for the outdoor garden 
and for cut flowers, but it is 
important, in selecting tulip 
hulbs for pot culture, to stay 
with the short-stemmed kinds, 
for the tall ones grow even 
taller and floppier under in¬ 
door conditions. 

The type known as the Sin¬ 
gle Earlies are about the 
right proportions, *jnH of 
these, 1 think my favorite is 


General De Wet, a glorious 
orange flower suffused with 
gold, and reputed to be the 
most fragrant of all tulips. 

★ ★ ★ 

Be 11 on a is a good yellow, 
only 15 inches tall and sweetly 
scented. Christmas Marvel is 
a cherry pink and very early; 
in fact, it has been forced into 
bloom in time for Christmas, 
hence its name. 

Prince of Austria is a bril¬ 
liant scarlet with just a sug¬ 
gestion of orange, creating a 
sparkling effect. 

The Double Early tulips, lo 
my mind, lack the delicacy 
and refinement of the singles, 
with blooms more closely re¬ 
sembling a full-blown rose 
rather than the chaste goblet 
shape of the singles. 

Against this, the doubles re¬ 
main in- bloom quite a bit 
longer, and are usually more 
fragrant . . v _ 

Of the doubles. T recom¬ 
mend William of Orange, a 
soft orange shade flushed with 
a coppery red: Mme. Testouf, 
deep pink; Goya, a very 
showy salmon red with a yel¬ 
low hase, and Hytuna, quite 
new, in .h deep buttercup yel¬ 
low.

It cam* 
along only after the phrase “I couldn’t 


care less" had become well established 
“1 couldn’t care less" means jdst what 
it says. "I care so little that if would be 
impossible for me to ydre less." In 
other words — I don’t-care at. all,” or. 
"Frankly. I iusl don't give a damn." 

”1 couldn’t care less" had a hig 
vogue for a, year or two, but then we 
began to hear Its opposite "I could 
care le>s" when the same meaning 
of caring not at all was intended. Tt 

• aught on. Why. I don’t know. My guess 
•i£ that most people just don’t know the 
difference.

But it’s here to stay, as ineradicable 
as the house fly and the mouse. It is 
how idiomatic. It will never dip. Try t«» 
stamp it out? We might as well hold up 
our hands to stop the falling leaves. 

Ms. Gwinn, by the way, made an¬ 
other complaint. "My daughter and f 
are ardent sports fans,” she said. "Per¬ 
haps you can explain something that, 
well, annoys me. Why is ‘defence’ pro¬ 
nounced ’dee-fence?’ ” 

Ms. Gwinn may know something 
about words and grammar, hut she 
doesn't know' much about: football. In 
football, of course, 'defemte' is pro¬ 
nounced 'dee-fence' because, as any fan 
can tell you, dee-fence’ is absolutely in¬ 
dispensable.

Some indication of the way the world 
has changed — and no one really knows 
exactly or entirely why — is that when 
r was a boy the cages in the zoo were 
barred to keep the animals from inju¬ 
ring the people. 

Now they are barred — and walled 
and wired and electrified and patrolled 

lo ensure that Ihe people do not in¬ 
jure the animals. When I visited New 
York recently, five fallow deer had. just 
been senselessly and brutally heated at 
the Central Park Zoo. 

According to the parks administra¬ 
tor. “Every day some anipial is hit by 
a stone or beer can.” 'Hie attack on the 
deer was apparently carried out by 
someone who climbed over a 10-foot Iron 
fence and beat the deer with heavy 
branches, inflicting broken legs and 
"deep, gaping wounds between the 
eyes.”

Violence that, is penetrated for prof¬ 
it or passion is in some way under¬ 


standable - greed and lust, after all. 
are two of the most pervasive and per¬ 
sistent of the seven deadly sins ascribed 

to man. 

But violence for Its own pure (or, 
rather, impure) sake has not figured 
prominently in the human scene; even 
the epidemics of mass madness that oc¬ 
casionally dot our history were trig¬ 
gered by prejudice, ignomance and 
fear. 

But who can he prejudiced against a 
lovely little doe? What fear can anyone 
have, or what degree of ignorance, to 
wantonly assault these harmless and 
timid creatures? (To speak of “sadism” 
is to miss the mark; after all, as some¬ 
one has remaned, a sadist is generally 
a person who is making a masochist 
happy.) 

★ ★ ★ 

The Central Park Zoo incident is not 
an isolated event. In all such places, 
over the last few years, increased secu¬ 
rity measures have had to he put in ef¬ 


fect; not, as in the past, to protect the 
visitors but to guard against brutality to 
the animals, who are taunted, tortured, 
or at the least fed noxious gobs of indi¬ 
gestible or sick-making food. 

More than a half-century ago, Dean 
Inge wrote, in his famous essay The 
Idea of Progress, that "We have ens¬ 
laved the rest of the animal creation, 
and have treated our dislant cousins in 
fur and feathers so badly that beyond 
doubt, if they were able lo formulate a 
religion, they would depict Ihe Devil in 
human form.”

The Gloomy Dean was then speaking 
of what we had done to animals in iheir 
wilderness state; he would he even 
gloomier today if he could know how we 
are abusing them in their powerless 
captivity. And abusing not the most fero¬ 
cious but the most shy and vulnerable. 

It is a rieh irony lo say that a man 
"behaves like a beast” when he does 
gratuitously what no beast does except 
out of blind instinct or raw hunger.

More men over 25 out of work 

B.C. only province 
to show jobless rise 


OTTAWA (CP) - B.C. was 
the only province in which the 
seasonally adjusted unem¬ 
ployment rate increased in 
October, Statistics Canada re- 
]>orted Tuesday. 

Unemployment in B.C. rose 
to 6.7 per cent from 6.5 per 
cent in September while the 
national unemployment figure 
dropped to 5.4 per cent from 
5.8 per cent. (See also Page 
9>. 


Finance Minister John 
Turner expressed concern 
that the jobless rate for men 
over 25 years old rose again, 
for the third consecutive 
month. The October rate for 
this group was 4 per cent, 
compared with 3.8 per cent in 
September. 

“Those are the bread-win¬ 
ners and I’m concerned about 
it,” Turner said.

BERN (UPI) — Unemployment In Switzerland 
rose to 92 persons in September, the federal labor 
bureau said Tuesday.

‘No longer needed? 

Aid for veterans 
to end next year 


OTTAWA (CP ) —Veterans’ 
Affairs Minister Dan Mac¬ 
Donald said Tuesday the Vet¬ 
erans’ Land Act has served 
its purpose and its March 31, 
1975, expiry date will not be 
extended. 

Me said in the Commons the 
act was enacted to assist Sec¬ 
ond World War veterans “to 
engage in farming on a full or 
part-time basis following their 
discharge from active ser¬ 
vice.” 

“After such a lengthy 
period of time, it is difficult to 
contend that there is any c6n- 
tinuing need for the act to 
assist veterans to rehabilitate 
themselves for a career in ci¬ 
vilian life,” MacDonald said. 

He made the remarks dur¬ 
ing debate of a motion calling 
for reconsideration of plans to 
scrap the act. 

Just eight months ago, the 
then-minority Liberal govern¬ 
ment voted in favor of extend¬ 
ing the act one year. - 

Opposition members, who 
had threatened to defeat the 
Liberal government over the 
issue last March# were quick 
to question the reasons behind 
(he Liberals’ change of heart. 

Stanley Kowirs (NDP-Win- 
nipeg North Centre), who 
opened debate on the motion, 


Said that last March “we in 
this party made it clear ... 
that if the government re¬ 
fused to do anything about the 
issue we would vote in such a 
way as to bring the govern¬ 
ment down.” 

Knowles quoted the min¬ 
ister as saying during debate 
last March of an amendment 
extending the act: “It should 
be made quite clear that we 
are not doing this as a favor 
to 'veterans but simply as a 
right which they have 
earned.” 

Jack Marshall (PC— 
Humber.-St. George’s-St. 
Barbe), who introduced an 
unsuccessful motion of non- 
cunfidence in the government 
over the issue last ^arch, 
said: “Little did I realize at 
the time just how much effect 
that motion could have had on 
the Parliament of the day. 

“Strategically, if it had 
been passed, it would have 
defeated the government ear¬ 
lier, and no doubt the histori¬ 
cal events which followed 
might have been different.” 

The 29th Parliament was 
dissolved in May after the 
government was defeated on 
its proposed budget. The Lib¬ 
erals were returned --ip the 
July 8 general election with a 
majority 
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draw any conclusions about 
the iK)ssibility of a trend to 
higher jobless rates until he 
had a chance to study the fig¬ 
ures.

Sea¬ 
sonally adjusted figures are 
considered by economists to 
he better indicators of per¬ 
formance of the economy. 

Seasonally adjusted unem¬ 
ployment rates for women 
dropped sharply in October. 
For women over 25 the rate 
declined to three per cent 
from 3.6 ahd for those 
younger than 25 there was a 
drop of eight per cent from 
8.7 per cent in September. 
For men younger than 25 
there was a drop of 10.9 per 
cent from 31.1. 

The proportion of the popu- \- 
lation working or seeking jobs 
the participation rate — 
was down slightly in October, 
to 58.4 per cent from 58.5 per 
cent in September. 

A decline in the participa¬ 
tion rate — which means peo¬ 
ple are dropping out of the 
work force — ususlly helps 
lower the unemployment rate. 

The participation rate for 
men over 25 declined in Oc¬ 
tober— to 83.1 per cent from 
83.4 per cent in September — 
while the unemployment rate 
went up. 

Another indicator of the un- : 
employment situatiortfKTs the ! 
lotal with full time jobs. For 
men, the total of 5,637.000 
with full time jobs in October 
was at its lowest level since 
June. This figure Is adjusted 
to discount seasonal factors 
and it compares with 5,652,000 
in September, 

Regionally, the largest , 
change in seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rates was a t 
decline to 9.6 per cent frorn 
10.3 per cent in the Atlantic' 
provinces. 

In Quehec the rate declined 
to 6.9 per cent from 7.3, in 
Ontario to 4.2 per cent from 
4.5; andjn the Prairie prov¬ 
inces to 2.3 per cent from 2.8.

MLAs clash over legal 


The brightest flurry of the 
fall session of the Legislature 
came late Tuesday night as 
Liberal Pat McGeer (Van- 
couver-Point Grey) and Eco¬ 
nomic Development Minister 
Gary Lauk (Vancouver 
Centre) tangled on a point of 
law. 

McGeer was in full flight at¬ 
tacking Agriculture Minister 
David Stupich’s legislation de¬ 
signed to create a super¬ 
marketing board for B.C. He 
said marketing boards had 
not solved marketing prob¬ 
lems and super-marketing 
boards would not solve prob¬ 
lems for consumers. (See ear¬ 
lier story Page 20.) 

And then he tried to refer to 


the case of Kovachich versus 
the B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board, now before the 
Supreme Court. 

Speaker Gordon Dowding 
first intervened saying the 
matter might be sub-judice 
and therefore beyond the 
reach of comment in the 
house. Lauk agreed, saying 
the matter was indeed before 
the courts and was therefore 
sub-judice. 

McGeer took umbrage at 
the suggestion that he halt his 
attack. 

“We are ^bre to exercise 
the right to” free speech.” 
McGeer replied. "And every

member should do so. If wo 
start to pass rules that limit 
speech we are in trouble. 

“I’m not trying to influence 
a court case.” 

The sf>eaker again urged 
caution and suggested that 
mayhe McGeer should steer 
> clear of any reference to the 
case. 

McGeer continued saying he 
had no intention of taking 
sides. 

Lauk interrupted to ‘claim 
McGeer was ignoring the 
speaker’s ruling and thei'e- 
fore in contempt. 

“When was this man (ailed 
to the bar?” asked McGeer. 
“Wheie did he get his de- 

mum mmm 


gree? (Lauk is a lawyer). I 
repeat 1 have no intention of 
taking sides. 1 just w'ant to 
talk about what is a matter of 
public record.” 

“Tell the truth,” said Lauk. 

“Shame,” cried the Opjiosi- 
tion. 

Dowding |H)inted out that a 
former chief justice of B.C. 
had ruled that matters before 
the courts should not be dis¬ 
cussed in the Legislature. 

McGeer replied that ”no 
chiet justice anywhere can 
throttle Ihe members of this 
house." 

Lauk protested again, only 
r »n have Garde Gardom, also a 
lawyer ask him what he was 
trying to hide. 


And Dowding let McGeer 
continue, with another re¬ 
minder to be careful. 

McGeer confined himself to 
a brief comment suggesting 
that the very fact the egg 
bokrd case was before the 
cmirts indicated that market¬ 
ing boa.ds didn’t have all the 
answers. 

“Marketing boards don’t 
solve problems,” ha sdid. 
“They compound them.” 

The house adjourned at 11 
p.m. on a happy note with 
unanimous congratulations to 
Mines Minister Leo Nimsick 
on his 40th wedding an¬ 
niversary.

A massive program to replace substandard 
housing, particularly in the downtown core, is being 
initiated by the city of Victoria, it was learned Tuesday. 

The program could involve eventual relocation of 
more than 500 residents. 

The plans include construction of one or more 
large apartment buildings with “built-in” health and 
social services facilities, in various downtown locations, 
not in any one neighborhood. 

* 

Residents facing relocation are now living in skid- 
road hotels and slum apartments. 

The latest fire marshal's re¬ 
port estimates that more than 
2.000 Victoria residents live in 
substandard housing. 

City hall sources believe 
that more than 500 of them 
live in “disgraceful condi¬ 
tions. “ 

City officials have already 
met with representatives of 
the provincial housing depart¬ 
ment and the federal Central 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
devise plans fi>

Landslide win 
for Democrats

WASHINGTON United 
States voters Tuesday savage¬ 
ly punished the Republican 
party for the sins of Water¬ 
gate and the Hj^dships of the 
economy and left the Demo¬ 
crats with a large share of the 
burden for shaping the future. 

By the time the last ballots 
were being counted early 
today the Republicans still 
controlled the White House — 
but not much else of political 
significance. 

The Democratic tide of vic¬ 
tory swept across gyery re¬ 
gion of the country and every 
level of government house, 
senate and governors' man¬ 
sion. It even reached into the 
once staunchly Republican 
crannies of New England, 
capturing a senate seat in 
~~ V er mon t for the f i r st t im e 
ever. 

Ford called inflation the No. 
1 issue in the campaign. 
v "The mandate of the elec¬ 
torate places upon the next 
Congress a full measure of re¬ 
sponsibility for resolving this 
problem," Ford said from the 
White House where he had 
watched the returns. "I will 
work with them whole¬ 
heartedly in this urgent task 
w'hich is certainly beyond par¬ 
tisanship.” 

Republicans have not con¬ 
trolled either the senate or 
house since 1953-54. the first 
two years of Dwight Eisen¬ 
hower’s first administration a 
generation ago. 

Four of Richard Nixon’s 
staunchest defenders during 
the eight-month impeachment 
proceedings — all Republi¬ 
cans — were defeated in re- 
election bids. 

Reps. Wiley Mayne or 
Iowa, David Dennis of In¬ 
diana and Joseph Maraziti 
and Charles Sandman of New 
Jersey voted against every 
one of. the f ive articles pro¬ 
mised during the house judici¬ 
ary committee’s final decision 
on the fate of NiNon. 

The four who had opposed 
Nixon from the beginning of 
the prodeedings early this 
year won re-election easily or 
were leading in early returns. 
All four losers were defeated 
by Democrats they had bea¬ 
ten in earlier races. 

The wave of voter discon¬ 
tent over inflation, unemploy¬ 
ment and- recession that en¬ 
gulfed Republicans, now 
threatens Ford’s legislative

Cook was thrashed by 49- 
year-old Gov. Wendell Ford 
and Dominick lost to Ga ry 
Hart, who managed George 
McGovern’s presidential cam¬ 
paign in 1972. 

McGovern himself shook off 
his landslide presidential de¬ 
feat of 1972 and won a third 
term in the senate. Mc'Go- 
r vern. appearing before his 
supjjorters after his victory 
became apparent, said he had 
lost honorably in 1972 and won 
honorably this year.

York, where Hugh Carey. 55.

It is as Rood as certain 
there won’t be a B.C. Ferries 
strike this long holiday week¬ 
end. 

But that is about the only 
hri ght prospect on an em- 
battled horizon as licensed of¬ 
ficers of the B.C. ferry fleet 
continue to vote heavily in 
favor of strike action. 

A B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union official said 
Tuesday that about 80 per 
rent of the 650 ballots has 
heen received in Vancouver 
and the vote was running 94 
per cent in favor of striking. . 

A complete count is not ex¬ 
pected until thp weekend, at 
which time strike notice can 
be served. 

When and if that notice is 
served, the licensed ferrymen 
would have to wait a further 
72 hours before actually walk¬ 
ing off the boats—perhaps the 
middle of next week at the 
earliest. 

Provincial mediator A! 
Sims has so far been unable 
to resolvfc the dispute over 
wages, hours of work, shift 
schedules and length of con¬ 
tract since talks broke down 
in mid-October. 

The BCGEU is trying to ne¬ 
gotiate a first contract with 
the provincial government for 
the officers, many of whom 
serve on highways depart¬ 
ment ferries in remote areas 
of the province. 

A strike would halt ferry 
operations throughout the 
province. 

The last strike of B.C. Fer¬ 
ries’ employees, in August 
1973, involved some 2.000 unli¬ 
censed ferry workers. The 
five-day strike virtually iso¬ 
lated Vancouver Island from 
the B.C. mainland. 

Highways Minister Graham 
Lea said Tuesday the govern¬ 
ment probably wouldn’t pro¬ 
vide alternative service in the 
event of a terry strike.

No one really thought it 
would be possible, least of all 
experts on vineyards, grapes 
and w ine. 

But it is possible that, quote 
soon. Vancouver Island may 
be able to grow grapes that 
will- produce a dlicious me¬ 
dium-dry wine, superior to 
others grow n in B.C. 

For the past six years, 
Harry Andison, research sci¬ 
entist and director of the Sid¬ 
ney Research Station, has 
been experimenting with 300 
varieties of grapes, trying to 
find the one best adapted to 
the soil and climate of Saan¬ 
ich peninsula . . . and the one 
w'hich would produce a sujieri- 
or B.C. white wine. 

And now he thinks he has 
found the strain. 

It’s called Seyval, and was. 
first grown in France. 

Almost the color of lime-ice 
and somewhat tart, the wine 
has already been tasted by of¬ 
ficials at the research station. 

John Bonnet, manager of 
Ste. Michelle Wines Ltd., pro¬ 
duced some test bottles from 
the grapes and said the result 
is a distinctive wine ‘‘high 
quality and free of inherent 
diseases which plague many 
grape varieties.” 

Bonnet said the wine, jto be 
called Seyval Blanc, is prom¬ 
ising from both w'ine-making 
and commercial growers’ 

. points of view. 

According to Andison. the 
grape can be grown success¬ 
fully on the Island in spite of 
weather that is wetter than 
the Okanagan . and fewer 
hours of sunshine. 

Unlike, varieties developed 
for growing in the Okanagan 
'Valiev, which must be hardy 
enough to withstand freezing 
winters, the Seyval vine is 
tender and can be grown in 
the milder coastal climate. 

“This means growers here 
would not have to compete 
with Okanagan farmers,” 
Bonnet said. 

Andison has tested this par¬ 
ticular variety for the past six 
years but it will be a few 
more years before the grape 
will be grown commercially. 

“We have eight promising 
wine varieties growing at the* 
station which would be suit-' 
ahle for Island climate.” he 
said, addingthat he receives 


phone calls every day from 
people asking what kind of 
grape vine they should plant 
in their gardens. 

“We have to study the vines * 
for a few' more yeans before 
we can give any answers and 
have reliable statistics,” he 
said. 


This is because as a vine 
ages it may develop such 
problems as susceptibility to 
certain diseases or a decrease 
in productivity. 

“A grape has to be well 
tested and a sure bet for a 
grower to risk five acres and 
three years before the first 


grape matures.” said the 
director. 

According to Andison, one 
drawback for Island growers 
is the high cost of land. “An 
acre in the Saanich peninsula 
costs about 56.000 and to wire 
and plant vines is an addi¬ 
tional 52,500.”

Dan Campbell, former mu¬ 
nicipal affairs minister, con¬ 
firmed Tuesday that he is 
considering leaving his job 
with the Social Credit Party 
but refused to specify when. 

The Colonist has learned, 
however, that Opposition lead¬ 
er William Bennett will soon 
be looking for a new adminis¬ 
trative assistant to replace 
Campbell, who is going to do 
full-time research for a spe¬ 
cial report on federal-prov in- 
cial-municipal revenue shar¬ 
ing. 

Campbell was reluctant to 
provide details of his plans 
but admitted that revenue 
sharing between all levels of 
government had long been 
one of his favorite topics. 

When asked specifically if 
he would soon be undertaking 
a new assignment, he an¬ 
swered: "Yes, there are con¬ 
siderations. I think I went to 
all the federal-provincial con¬ 
ferences on revenue sharing 
since day one and I really 
think I have something to con¬ 
tribute to the field.” 

Pressed for other answ-ers, 
Campbell said the present 
government’s record on reve¬ 
nue sharing since taking of¬ 
fice had been, in his opinion, 
“dismal.” 

“It’s an opens secret that 
the minister (James Lorimer) 
isn’t too enthusiastic about 
revenue sharing and has said 
so,” Campbell said. “In fact I 
would go so far as to say he 
enjoys throwing cold water on 
such discussions." 

Campbell added that in 1972 
when the Social Credit Party 
was defeated “we were begin¬ 
ning to make some headway, 
but now we have a minister 
who hasn’t even realized 
where the thrust of his de¬ 
partment was.” 

Asked if he would be stay¬ 
ing with the Social Credit 
Party, Campbell answered 
that he definitely would, but 
indicated a disenchantment 
with a .job that kept him basi¬ 
cally confined to the office. 

“I want to get out more, I 
want to he more active, 1 
want to do some travelling 
with the leader.” he said. 
“And I want to fulfill an old 
ambition and write a book.” 

Campbell was reluetani to 
talk about the subject of his 
book, but, when asked if it 
would be‘ on former premier 
W. A. C. Bennett, he replied: 
“Well, that’s something I’m 
fairly familiar with. His life 
and times have never been 
recorded.” 

When reminded that at least 
two books have been written 
on Bennett, one by Paddy 
Sherman, now publisher of 
the Vancouver Province, the 
other by former Bennett aide 
Ronald Worley. Campbell 
said: “Well, let’s say there 
have beeix attempts to write 
hooks about those years. But I 
was there. -I saw' the drama 
and, the color. I think I could 
tell the story tire way It was.” 

Asked if he would be drag¬ 
ging any skeleton out of the 
closet, Campbell said there 
wouldn’t be any need. “If I 
can tell it the way it was, the 
drama and the flavor. I’ll be 
happy. You can call it the 
story of the rise, fall and res¬ 
urrection of a political party. 

“I was there for the,first 
two and I’m happy to'tJe part 
of the third.” 

When reminded that as mu¬ 
nicipal affairs minister in the 
W. A. C. Bennett cabinet he 


squeezing municipalities fin¬ 
ancially, Campbell admitted 
that some of the criticism was 
justified. 

“I think it is true that as a 
govenment we treated our 
municipalities better than any 
other province in Canada,” he 
said. “But we didn’t treat 
them as well as we could 
have treated them. But I’ve 
said that before, you know-, 
and I said it when I was in of¬ 
fice. 

"I’m convinced that jf han¬ 
dled properly B.C. municipal¬ 
ities could be given a much 
better deal than they were 
then, and certainly a much 
better deal than they are 
now.” 

Asked if an existing 
member of the Social Credit 
staff would he replacing him, 
Campbell said: “There are a 
lot of things under consider¬ 
ation, and if I leave it won’t 
be next week or the week 
after. I’ll still be around the 
office. I’ll be here when the 
session is on and I’ll be a 
special ad\ iser to the caucus. 
And I hope to travel quite a 
bit with the leader." 

The Colonisl understands 
that Campbell’s replacement 
has already heen selected in 
Vancouver. 

Asked what he would do 
when travelling with (Wil¬ 
liam) Bennett, Campbell said 
he would “hopefully provide 
him with some detailed 
knowledge of the financial 
problems of municipalities 
and introduce him to the 
many friends I still have in 
municipal circles." 

There was one last question. 
“If and when you move will it 
he the signal that you are 
gearing for another term as a 
politician?” 

"I’ve always said that any¬ 
one who thinks he can get into 
politics without being asked 
will fail" Campbell an¬ 
swered. “A lot of people for¬ 
get that you have to win a 
nomination before you can 
even run. So that’s my an¬ 
swer. I can’t ‘just run again’, 
and I wouldn’t try in the Vic¬ 
toria area.” 

Would he run again if asked 
by his old constituency on the 
north end of Vancouver Is¬ 
land? 

“Yes.”

The Alberta watchers, 
Stuart Johnson and his sister 
Margaret, of Cochrane, Alber¬ 
ta, confronted the sharp¬ 
shooters after hearing shots 
and seeing a sandpiper fall to 
the ground with “blood-spat¬ 
tered face and lolling ton¬ 
gue.” 

The shooters ihen produced 
Royal Ontario Museum collec¬ 
tors’ permits complete with a 
list of species they were al¬ 
lowed to collect. 

However, as Johnson was 
quick to point out, a Baird’s 
sandpiper was not on the list 
— although several other rare 
birds were. 

Johnson later wrote to 
Tatum giving a detailed ac¬ 
count of the incident. 

Tatum and other Island 
birdwatchers have been deep¬ 
ly concerned for some time 
about the number of rare or 
uncommon birds being killed 
by marksmen employed by 
museums, universities and 
government agencies across 
Canada. 

Tatum told the Colonist 
Tuesday that some 5,000 birds 
a year are shot under federal 
scientific collecting permits 
alone. 

Now Tatum’s group has 
alerted federal authorities 
urging prosecution of the 
famed Museum' and its two 
sharpshooters. 

If the authorities fail to act 
Tatum says he himself will 
start legal aclion if at all pos¬ 
sible. 

He believes the two muse¬ 
um bird-killers were in fact 
trying to shoot the very rare 
sharp-tailed sandpiper when 
they maimed the Baird’s 
sandpiper instead. 

In a letter to the federal 
wildiife service Oci. 31, 
Tatum wrote: “We should like 
to express our astonishment 
that after repeated repre¬ 
sentation about the shooting 
of rare birds by museum per¬ 
sonnel a permit should 
have heen issued in Ottawa 
for the killing of the sharp¬ 
tailed sandpiper on Van¬ 
couver Island, and especially 
without consultation with 
local observers. 

“The signatories of our Oc¬ 
tober 14 letter have heen 
iargely responsible for the 
discovery. documentation, 
photography and publication 
of recent records of the sharp¬ 
tailed sandpiper on Van¬ 
couver Island and In the Van¬ 
couver area. 

“This incident raises ques¬ 
tions as to whether it is de¬ 
sirable for us to continue to 
publish ornithological obser¬ 
vations of rare birds lest per¬ 
mits be issued in Ottawa to 
museums to shoot birds we 
have discovered on the British 
Columbia coast.” 

Tatum said Tuesday per¬ 
mits for killing rare birds 
should only be issued to indi¬ 
viduals working on a specific 
scientific research project.

500 may face relocation 


Rotting core 
of housing 
target of city

A massive program to replace substandard 
housing, particularly in the downtown core, i^ being 
initiated by the city of Victoria, it was learned Tuesday. 

The program could involve eventual relocation of 
more than ."500 residents. 

The plans include const ruction of one or more 
large apartment buildings with “built-in" health and 
social services facilities, in various downtow n locations, 
not in any one neighborhood. 

Residents facing relocation are now living in skid- 
road hotels and slum apartments.

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Watchers want to avenge dead sandpiper 


A group of Vancouver Is¬ 
land bird-watched has urged 
federal Wildlife authorities to 
take legal action against 
Toronto’s Royal Ontario Mu¬ 
seum and two employees who 
allegedly shot a protected 
bird near Jordan River. 

They claim the bird, a 
Baird’s sandpiper, was left to 
die with its head smashed to a 
bloodied pulp, after being shot 
Aug. 31 by two sharpshooters, 
later identified as museum 
employees. 


A s|iokesman for the Island 
bird watching group. Dr. 
Jeremy Tatum, said the two 
men were spotted while they 
were doing the shooting near 
the mouth of Wreck Creek 
(about 1M» miles east of Jor¬ 
dan Rivert by two Alberta 
birdwatchers who were stay¬ 
ing nearby. 

The Alberta watchers. 
Stuart Johnson and his sister 
Margaret, of Cochrane, Alber¬ 
ta. confronted the sharp¬ 
shooters after hearing shots. 


and seeing a sandpiper fall to 
the ground with ‘‘blood-spat¬ 
tered face and lolling ton¬ 
gue.” 

The shooters then produced 
Royal Ontario Museum collec¬ 
tors’ permits complete with a 
list of species they were al- 
' lowed to collect. 

However, as Johnson was 
quick to point out. a Baird’s 
sandpiper was not on the list 
although several other rare 
hints were.- 


Johnson later wrote to 
Tatum giving a detailed ac¬ 
count of the incident. 

Tatum and other Island 
birdwatchers have been deep¬ 
ly concerned for some time 
about the number of rare or 
uncommon birds being killed 
by marksmen employed by 
museums, universities . and 
government agencies across 
Canada. 

Tatum told the Colonist 
Tuesday that some a.000 birds 


a year are shot under federal 
scientific collecting permits 
alone. 

Now Tatum’s group has 
alerted federal authorities 
uiging prosecution of the 
famed Museum and its twj 
sharpshooters. 

If the authorities fail to act 
Tatum says he himself will 
start legal action if at all pos¬ 
sible. 

He l>elieves the two muse¬ 
um bird-killers were Tii fact 


trying to shoot the very rare 
sharp-tailed sandpiper when 
they maimed the Baifd’s 
sandpiper instead. 

In a letter to the federal 
wildlife service Oct. 31, 
Tatum wrote: “We should like 
to express our astonishment 
that after repeated repre¬ 
sentation about the shooting 
of rare birds by museum per¬ 
sonnel a permit should 
have been issued in Ottawa 
for The killing of the sharps - 


tailed sandpiper on Van¬

Promise of new wine from Island vines

No one really thought it 
would be possible, least of all 
experts on vineyards, grapes 
and wine 

But it is possible that, quote 
soon, Vancouver Island may 
be able to grow gra|>es that 
will produce a delicious hie- 
dium-dry wine, sujierior to 
others grown tn B.C. 

For the paat, six years. 
Uarrv Annison, research sci¬ 
entist and director of the Sid¬ 
ney Research Station, has 
been experimenting with 300 


varieties of grapes, trying to 
find the one best adapted to 
tiie soil and climate of Saan¬ 
ich peninsula . . . and the one 
which wobld produce a superi¬ 
or B.Q. white wine. 

And now he thinks he has 
found the strain. 

It's called Seyval. and was 
first grown in France. 

Almost the color of lime-ice 
and somewhat tart, the wine 
has already been tasted by of¬ 
ficials at the research station. 

John Bonnet, manager of 
Ste. Michelle Wines Ltd., pro¬ 


duced some test bottles from 
the grapes and said the result 
is a distinctive wine — “high 
quality and free of inherent 
diseases which plague many 
grape varieties.’’ 

Bonnet said the win?; to be 
called Seyval Blanc, is prom¬ 
ising from both wine-making 
and commercial growers’ 
I>oints of view. 

According to Andison, the 
grape can be growr^ success¬ 
fully on the island in spite of 
weather that is wetter than 
the Okanagan and fewer 
hours of sunshine. 


Unlike varieties developed 
for growing in the Okanagan 
Valley, which must be hardy 
enough to withstand freezing 
winters, the Seyval vine is 
tender and can be grown in 
the milder coastal climate. 

“This means growers here 
would not have to compete 
with Okanagan farmers,” 
Bonnet said. 

Andison has tested this par- 
ticular variety for the past six 
years but it will be a few' 
more years before the grape 
will he grown commercially. 


“We have eight promising 
w'ine varieties growing at the 
station which would be suit¬ 
able for Island climate," he 
said, adding that he receives 
phone calls every day from 
people asking what kind of 
grape vine they should plant 
in their gardens. 

“We have to study the vines 
for a few more years before" 
we can give any answers and 
hnve‘’>pliablp statistics,” he 
said. 

This is because as a vine 
ages it may develop such 


problems as susceptibility to 
certain diseases or a decrease 
in productivity. 

"A grape has to be well 
tested and a sure bet for a 
gr twer to risk five acres and 
three years before the first 
grape matures,” said the 
director. 

According to Andison, one 
drawback for Island growers 
is the high cost of land. “An 
acre in the Saanich peninsula 
costs about $6,000 and to wire 
and plant vines is an addi¬ 
tional $2,500.’’ 


pitch Tuesday for its preser¬ 
vation on the grounds it is of 
historic significance. 

Bawlf told cty council’s 
central area development 
committee that the station is 
an example of “Art Deco 
style,”' an architectural at¬ 
tempt to reconcile art and in¬ 
dustry through the use of 
symmetry and geometrical 
forms. 

In his bid for the possible 
preservation of the service 
station, Bawlf also pointed out 
that the tower was used in the 
1930s to guide seaplanes land¬ 
ing at the outer harbor. 

In those days, he said, the 
top of the tower housed a 10- 
million eandlepower beacon. 
a Before any decision is 
reached city council will dis¬ 
cuss the merits of its preser¬ 
vation at a caucus meeting. 

One possible future use of 
the building, according to 
Baw'lf, might be as accommo¬ 
dation for Victoria Tourist 
Bureau, now housed in a 
mdre modern building next 
door. 

The garage was recently 
bought by the city w-ith pro¬ 
vincial funds at n price of 
$225,000 as part of the over-all 
redevelopment of Victoria’s 
Inner Harbor. 

The city will lake posses¬ 
sion of the garage in January. 

Some city hall sources find 
it hard to believe that council 
is actually considering the 
preservation of the gas sta¬ 
tion. 

“They didn’t say a thing 
when the old B.C. Lands 
Building wa^ torn down, and 
now they want to save a gaso¬ 
line station,” one spokesman 
said.

Victoria West’s request foj- 
an almost $1 million commu¬ 
nity activity centre — .exactly 
half the funds allocated to it 
and James Bay under the 
Neighborhood Improvement 
Program—has sparked some 
concern in city council. 

Council caucus got its first 
glimpse Tuesday of communi¬ 
ty association’s proposals 
which include an activity 
centre w'ith gymnasium and 
6.000 square feet of office ren¬ 
tal space. The total tab for 
the facility came to $970,000. 

The total of its proposals, 
which include park and si reel 
improvement , came to 
$1,452,000. 

City planner Geoff Green- 
ha lgh said revenue from the 
proposed rental space would 
meet annual operating costs 
for the rest of the building 

However, Aid. Percy 
Frampton questioned whether 
construction of rental facili¬ 
ties was the proper use of 
N.I.P. funds. He also noted 
that the size of the centre was 
“a pretty generous one” for a 
community of 3,000. 

Aid. Sam Bawlf Thought 
such an extensive centre 
would commil council to pro¬ 
viding similar ones through¬ 
out the city. He suggested 
that a .joint centre w'ith Esqui¬ 
mau be studied. 

,.Greenhalgh said his depart¬ 
ment found alternatives to the 
requested community centre. 

One would be the construc¬ 
tion of a smaller building for 
about $540,000. The second 
would be to acquire and reno¬ 
vate an existing structure for 
$350,000. 

Greenhalgh noted that Vic¬ 
toria West residents had 
voiced strong support for the 
acquisition of land for housing 
but the community associa¬ 
tion had ignored this in its 
proposals. He set the cost of 
this project at $1,274,800. 

Aid. Alf Hood suggested 
council study the pro|>osals 
and come ifp with choices for 
projects by next week.
